A. A charge of 85* list for complete servicing' will be made. 

B. This 85* service charge includes replacing all unusable parts returned, including the point, providing 
these parts have not been wilfully damaged. (If parts or colors are unavailable, it may be necessary to 
substitute. See substitution policy.) 

C. Missing parts will be supplied at the regular parts price and will be added to the 85* service charge. 

D. If a customer requests that his guaranteed pen should be put in good writing condition for 35*, we will 
do just that, but will not completely service it. This 35* charge will not be subject to any discount. 

H. White Dot Pens With Lifetime Nibs (made from March 1, 1945, to September 1, 1947.) 

These pens are indentifled as pens having a Lifetime point, with a plastic spiral finger grip on lower portion 
of barrel, and also an innerspring clip. 

A. A charge of 85* for complete servicing will he made. 

B. This 85* service charge includes replacing all unusable parts returned, including the point, providing 
these parts have not been wilfully damaged. 

C. Missing parts will be supplied at the regular parts price and will be added to the 85* service charge. 

D. If the customer requests that only the point be serviced or replaced under the terms of the guarantee, 
we will do just that, but will not completely service the pen. The only charge made in this case will be 
for postage and insurance. 

m. All Other Sheaffer Pens. 

A. Service charge — $1.50. 

B. This charge covers the servicing of the pen and the replacement of all unusable parts except the cap. 

C. Missing parts will be charged for at regular list parts prices. 

D. Where a new cap is required*, the price of a new cap ONLY will be charged, and servicing of pen will

AT SHEAFFER 1 S ff 


There is a very definite relationship between selling merchandise and serv- 
icing that same merchandise. In a great many instances, a sale will actually 
depend on your ability to offer service on the product and such is very true in 
regard to selling pens j and pencils. 

For this reason, we maintain here at Shea£fer»s a very efficient and up-to- 
date Service Department, equipped to handle repairs and adjustments on all Sheaf fer 
merchandise. This department is operated not only for your benefit, but for the 
benefit of all Sheaf fer users, who are confident that should seme minor adjust- 
ment be necessary in regard to their Sheaffer pen or pencil, such repairs will 
be handled for them here in Fort Madison within a very reasonable length of 
time and for a very nominal charge. 

The work in the Service Department is carried out on a line system of 
operation, where each operator handles only one phase of the repair work. By 
handling our repairs in this manner, we are better able to take full- advantage 
of the technological skill of each individual to insure better quality in our 
work. By being trained to perform only one operation in the repair of a pen or 
pencil, each operator becomes an expert in that particular phase of the work 
and not only produces a superior job, but handles a larger volume of work daily. 

While,* we previously mentioned, we have gone to every means possible 
to have an efficient and well-equipped Service Department, we must have the co- 
operation of every one of our dealers in many ways to secure a successful oper- 
ation and to offer the very best and most prompt service to Sheaffer users. To 
elaborate on this, we would like to mention a number of ways in which you can 
be of material assistance to us and probably foremost is in actual customer con- 
tacts. We have found that of the approximately U,000 pens we handle through our 
department daily, that better than half of these should not have been returned 
to us at all. Falling in this category are pens which have been returned because 
they do not fill or hold a sufficient supply of writing fluid. An investigation 
on our part has revealed that this complaint was brought about by ignorance on 
the part of users, as they had not been properly instructed on the proper method 
of filling a Sheaffer pen at the time of sale. You, as a dealer, could have 
prevented this complaint. 

** PROPER INSTRUCTION ** 

Also falling into this category are those pens which appear to the user to 
be leaky and many times cause damage as a result of this condition^ Our in- 
vestigation into this complaint has brought out that once again, users have not 
been instructed in the proper removal of excess writing fluid after a -pen- (and 
this is particularly true of Triumph pens) has been filled. It is absolutely 
essential that the nib, feed, and the finger grip all must be wiped clean after 
filling. The feed on a Sheaffer pen serves as * a sponge to absorb all surplus 
fluid which is spread>-tb the writing point. If the combs of the feed are sat- 
urated from filling, they cannot take care of the extra fluid which might be 
expelled from the fluid chamber and this condition will cause the pen to flood 
when there is absolutely nothing wrong with it mechanically. Once again, you, 
as a dealer in direct contact with users, could have prevented this complaint. 

As you probably know, about Q$% of all pens and pencils that are sold 
are in the gift category and the biggest share of these items, when they reach 
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the consumers 1 hands, do not have the instructions with them, so that the ulti- 
mate user is not familiar with the proper way to fill or care for a pen or a 
r pencil . This, of course, causes us considerable difficulty and our only recourse 

is to impress upon you, once again, the importance of having your clerks request 
that instruction sheets be left in the gift box if the set is to be used as a 
gift presentation. 

** SELL PROPER POINT ** 

Another reason for a large number of returns is that the person receiving 
the pen has not been given an opportunity to select the proper point for his 
or her use. We would like to point out that you, as a sales agent, are con- 
sidered a fountain pen expert and therefore, you should pick out the pen with 
the proper point for your customer. Don't try to sell the point you like, 
but rather, sell the point that will fit the user's style of writing. This 
is very important, and many times, will mean the difference between a satis- 
fied user or otherwise. ... 

Be sure to sell a pen with the type of point which the ultimate consumer 
will need if it's a gift deal. If the ultimate consumer is a lady, we would 
suggest a fine, or an extra-fine point, and if the consumer is a gentleman, a 
medium or coarse point. You should always make an offer to exchange the point 
within a reasonable period of time if the ultimate consumer is not satisfied 
with the type of point in the pen he receives. Remember, if this person comes 
into your store to increase your store traffic once again, there is always a 
chance that you will be able to sell him something else. 

/ ** MUST HAVE INSTRUCTIONS ** 

Finally, and probably most important, is that a great proportion of the 
repair jobs we receive do not have accomparying instructions, or in no way 
indicate to us what work is to be performed. This, before anything else, 
will cause a delay in the handling of a repair job, for we cannot proceed with 
the work until we are sure that we are handling the job in accordance with the 
owner's wishes. In cases where pens are shipped to us and then a letter is sent 
under separate cover, it requires as many as from ten to thirteen days to match 
the two items and in a great many cases, the two are never matched. We, there- 
fore, cannot handle the repair intelligently, and it is for this reason that we 
stress ATTACH INSTRUCTIONS TO, OR ENCLOSED WITHIN , EACH REPAIR PACKAGE SENT US. 

As we stated before, we are trying to do the very best possible job in 
handling repairs for you and your customers, but we definitely need your help and 
cooperation, since you are the one who comes in direct contact with all Sheaf fer 
users. As you can see from reading the foregoing, a great many repair complaints 
can be handled right in your own store or, if this is not possible you can help 
us to do a much better job by discussing each customer's pen difficulties with 
him and sending us, along with the repair job, a complete case history of the 
pen as to exactly why it is causing trouble, etc. It is necessary to have 
complete information if we are to do a good repair job on our products. It 
is the same as with a mechanic repairing an automobile or a doctor in his 
efforts to cure your illness, we must have information to work with. 

If you will go along with us and do your part, we are confident that you 
' can expect the very best of service from us. 


EXPLANATION OF REPAIR DATA 


The purpose of the following material is to: 

1. Help you identify Sheaffer pens which you receive from your customers 
for repairs- (You should know the trade name of the model, correct 
color designation, retail price, and factory symbol number.) 

2. Help you order from the factory the correct repair parts you need. 

3. Help you analyze our repair invoices (which list pens according to 
factory symbol number) and to identify repaired pens which are re- 
turned to you from the factory. 

In this section ar.e mimeographed sheets which show actual-siz e drawings 
of representative models manufactured by this comparer, witn the correct 
symbol number, trade name (if any), and price under each model. (This 
includes only Radite pens which were first manufactured in 192k. Hard 
rubber pens manufactured previous to that date are no longer repaired 
because parts are not now available. 


.Here is how it works: When you have a Sheaffer pen you cannot identify, 
leaf through the illustrated sheets, (identification charts) in this 
repair section until you find a drawing of a pen that is exactly the 
same shape and size as the pen you cannot identify. Remember, these 
drawings are actual size. Then refer to the "distinguishing marks" listed 
below the illustrated pen, and compare each feature of the pen you have 
with the distinguishing marks listed vertically in the various columns. 
When you find the column listing the distinguishing marks that exactly 
correspond with your pen, the correct symbol number, trade name, and 
retail price will be shown at the top of that column. 

For example, if you have a black tapered pen with a white dot, a 1/V 
111 karat gold band on the cap, a lh karat clip and a lever fill, but you 
can't identify that pen, you should leaf through the illustrated sheets 
until you come to the drawing which shows a premier #8T pen. This pen 
is the same size and shape as the- p£n described in this example, but it 
is not the same pen. So you scan the column which lists distinguishing 
marks, comparing each feature with the pen you have, and you will find 
that it fits the distinguishing marks listed in the second column in this 
example. Going to the top of that column, you find that the pen is a 
Heritage Autograph #85T pen which retails at $20. 

When you have identified a particular model from the identification chart, 
follow the column on down and you will find the symbol number of the 
various parts used in this particular model pen. For prices on individual 
parts refer to Repair Parts Price list in this section . 

Important : All symbol numbers shown are for plain black pens. Each 
color, except black is designated by a letter in front of the symbol 
number. The absence of a prefix letter indicates that the pen is bLack. 
The attached "Color Code Chart" will show what color each letter 
designates. 


EXPLANATION OF REPAIR DATA, cont'd. 


PENCILS: The same color letters apply to pencils, except that black 
pencils are indicated by the letter ,f L w , while black PENS are indicated 
by the absence of any prefix letter. When ordering parts for a pencil, 
it will be simpler to associate the pencil with "a matching pen in your 
order. (Example: ^Mechanism for pencil that matches K8T pen.") On all 
except current pencils, we suggest that you send the pencil in to us if 
it takes new parts.
